~Burveys Made This Year
Inspection Trip to Coast.

President A, B. Hammond, of the
Astorin & Columbia Railroad Company,
arrived in this city from Portland, yes-
terday at 11:36 p. m. in his private
car, “California,” necompanied by Judge
1. K, Weatherford, general attorney for
the Corvallis & Kastern Hallway Com-
pany  (Mr. Hammonds  mid-Oregon
fine); by Mre. Hammond., General Man-
ager Talbot, of the A. & C. and M,
Talbot.

The purty lunched here, and made a
flying run to the Tongue Point Milling
Company's yards, and then returned to
the depot, where several visitors were
recefved by Mr, Hammond in the few
minutes transpiring before his departure
for the Seaside end of the rond. where
the party will enjoy the sea breezes
until this afternvon, when they will re-
turn to Astoria and leave for the metro-
pelis on the morning express, Lomorrow,

In response o a direct inquiry as to
his purpose in the matter of the re-
ported extension of the A, & C, road,
from Beaside to Tillamook, Mr. Ham-
mond was perfectly frank, and to the
point, He declared the road wonld be
built to Tillamook during the eoming
year; that the work of surveying and
securing the rights-of-way would begin
sometime this year.

There was nothing whatever ambig-
uous about it. He simply said that the
extension of the road be made, That
means all there is of the story, for,
coming from Mr. Hammond, it is en-
tirely ample for the last doubter, and
means just that, nothing more. nor less,

During the past year contmetors and
those acquainted with the prices of
building materials, state that there has
been an sdvance of about 20 per cent
in these lines, They say that the build-
ing market is sppurently trying to break
the record. and that unless a chanes
comes #oon. many contractors and some
of the small Jumber mills in this secs
tion of the Northwest will go to the
wall,

They assert that prices are going up
beyond reason in many lines and the
Inboring man is refusing to do the same
amount of work for a day’s wages that
he formerly did in the past. As a na-
tural resnlt of this tendepey on the
part of labor, the contructor claims that
he is having to pay more for material
to work with, and in eases where his
contract has been bid upon before the
advances took place, he is being foreed
to work at a loss. In the case of new
rontracts, the man having the work done
is the vietim whose pocketbook is get-
ting hit, and hit hard. It is he who has
to pay about 20 cents more on the dol-
lar for his home or building.

The principal advances it is said have
been in the cost of lumber, logs, struec- |

tural iron, cement sand, and gravel, and |
in the cost of labor. In addition taere
have been advances in the cost of
paints, oils, turpentine. finishing ma-
terigls and house furnishings, it is
claimed. These advances vary from five |
to forty per cent in different materials,
the greatest increase being in lumber
and cement.

Those who elaim to know, say there
has been an average increase of §5 per |
1000 in lumber due to the increase in
the price of logs, the great demand for

secure o sufficient quantity of logs.
Probably the greatest advanee noted
bas been in cement, which has gone
from $2.85 to $3.75 which is the pre-|
vailing price per barrel at the present
time, This material has not only gone
up in cost but there has been a shortage
of & more or less serious mature in thel
market for several months. Absolutely |
all the home product is tied up, and |
none but foreign product is available, it |
is said. For a time very little of this
could be seeured on the Pacific Coast,
owing to s complete clean-out of the
market by railroads and other l.lrge
consumers before additional shipments
could be gotten in, |
